AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  <<  an  act  to  establish  a  police 
goyemment  for  the  city  of  Detroit,"  and  to  add  two  new 
sections  thereto.  • 

Sectioh  1.  The  People  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan  enacts  Thatseettom 
sections  five,  six,  eight,  nine,  thirteen,  fourteen,  seventeen,  nine- 
teen, twenty,  twenty-two,  twenty-four,  twenty-six,  twenty-nine, 
ihirty-fiTe  and  thirty-seven,  of  act  number  seventy-eight,  of  the 
sesfioon  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  be  and  hereby 
are  amended,  so  that  the  same  as  amended  shall  be  as  follows, 
riz: 

Sec  5.  The  said  board  of  metropolitan  police  shall  have  powm  or 
power  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  police  force,  a  captain 
of  police,  one  or  more  officers  to  be  called  and  act  as  detectives, 
one  captain  in  addition  for  each  fifty  patrolmen  called  into  ser- 
vice, more  than  the  first  fifty,  four  sergeants  of  police,  an  attor- 
jiBj,  snrgeon,  one  or  more  roundsmen,  doormen,  janitors,  and 
fifty  or  more  patrolmen,  who  shall  receive  compensation,  (pro- 
vided the  total  number  of  patrolmen  so  appointed  shall  not 
exceed  one  hxmdred,)  and  as  many  patrolmen  with  or  without 
compensation,  in  time  of  special  emeigency,  or  apprehended 
danger  from  riot,  or  other  cause  of  alarm,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient.  Said  board  shall  also  have  power,  for  cause  as- 
signed on  a  public  hearing,  and  on  due  notice,  according  to 
roles  to  be  promulgated  by  them,  to  remove,  or  suspend  from

POWEBS  AND  DUTIES  OF  CITY  OFFICEBS. 

See.  L  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  take  care  that  theiuyor. 
laws  of  the  State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  common  council  be 
futhfolly  execated;  to  exercise  a  constant  snperyision  and  con- 
trol OTcr  the  condnct  of  all  snbordinate  officers,  and  to  receiye 
and  examine  into  all  complaints  against  them  for  neglect  of 
duty;  to  recommend  to  the  common  conndl  such  measores  as 
he  shall  deem  expedient;  to  expedite  such  as  shall  be  resolved 
by  them,  and  in  general,  to  maintain  the  peace  and  good  order 
and  adyance  the  prosperity  of  the  city;  and  that  he  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  and  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds 
and  other  instruments. 

Sec.  2.  All  official  bonds  of  said  city  shall  be  deposited  with  Books, 
the  recorder  of  the  city  for  safe  keeping,  unless  the  council  po^^- 
otherwise  order,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  deposited  as  they 
may  direct;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliyer  the  same  to  his 
soccessor  in  office.

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  cause  the 
appointed  officers  of  said  village  to  comply  with  and  faithfully 
discharge  their  official  duties,  and  cause  all  laws  pertaining  to 
the  municipal  government  of  said  village,  and  all  ordinances, 
resolutions  and  regulations  of  the  common  council  to  be  ob- 
served and  executed,  and  to  exercise  supervision  and  control 
over  the  conduct  of  all  such  officers  as  may  be  removed  by  the 
common  council,  and  to  examine  all  complaints  against  them 
for  n^lect  of  duty;  to  recommend  to  the  common  council  such 
measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient;  to  expedite  such  as  shall 
be  resolved  upon  by  them,  and  in  general,  to  maintain  the 
peace  and  good  order,  and  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  vil- 
lage; and  whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the  peace  and  safety  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village  require  it,  he  may  at  any  time  appoint 
one  or  more  policemen  or  watchmen,  who  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace,  and  who  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  ar- 
rests and  suppress  disturbances  as  is  conferred  by  this  act 
upon  the  village  marshal. 

Sec.  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  trustee  in  said  village  Trnit«e, 
to  preside  at  elections  when  necessary,  to  attend  the  regular 
and  special  meetings  of  the  common  council,  to  vote  upon  all 
motions,  to  act  upon  committees  when  thereunto  appointed  by 
the  president,  and  to  assist  the  president  in  maintaining  peace 
and  good  order,  and  in  advancing  the  prosperity  of  the  village.

village,  each  fire  company  shall  forthwith  assemble  at  the  place 
of  such  fire  with  the  engine  and  other  implements  of  the  com- 
pany, and  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  chief  engineer  or 
other  person,  for  the  time  being,  lawfully  acting  as  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  fire  department

Proof  of  the  requisite  pubHcation  of  any  ordinance, 
resolution,  or  other  proceeduig,  required  to  be  published  in 
any  newspaper,  by  the  affidavit  of  a  prixiter  or  publisher  thereof, 
taken  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and 
take  affidavits,  duly  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  or  any  other 
competent  proof,  sliall  in  all  courts  and  places,  be  condosiye 
evidence  of  the  legal  publication  of  such  ordinance,  resolxition 
or  other  proceeding;  all  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  common 
council,  printed  and  published  by  their  authority,  shall,  in  all 
courts,  places  and  proceedings,  be  received  without  farther 
proof,  as  prima  facie  evidence  thereof,  and  of  their  legal  enact- 
ment and  publication.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Manchester. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan  enact,  That  aUsooiuUrtet. 
that  tract  of  country  situate  within  the  township  of  Manchester, 
in  the  county  of  Washtenaw,  described  as  follows,  to  wit:  The 
east  half  of  the  south-west  quarter  of  section  two,  the  south-east 
quarter  of  section  two,  and  the  west  half  of  the  south-west 
quarter  of  section  one,  all  in  township  number  four  south,  of 
range  number  three  east,  comprising  a  body  of  land  one-half 
mile  by  one  mile  square,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  constituted 
a  Tillage  corporate,  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  village  of 
Manchester. 

Sea  2.  The  male  inhabitants  of  said  village,  having  the  Section, 
qualifications  of  electors  under  the  constitution  of  the  State,  whert^eid. 
shall  meet  at  the  Manchester  Hotel,  in  said  village,  on  the  third 
Monday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  on 
the  first  Monday  of  March  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  as 
luay  be  appointed  by  the  common  council  of  said  village,  and 
then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect  by

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Olivet. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan  enact,  ThatBoandariwL 
all  that  tract  of  country  situate  in  the  township  of  Walton, 
ocmntj  of  Eaton,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  which  is  known  and 
described  as  follows,  to  wit:  Section  twenty-nine,  of  town  No.

not  a  member  of  any  tribe,  shall  be  an  elector  and  entitled  to 
vote;  but  no  citizen  or  inhabitant  shall  be  an  elector  or  entitled 
to  vote  at  any  election,  unless  he  shall  be  above  the  age  of 
tweniy-one  years,  and  has  resided  in  the  State  three  months, 
and  in  the  township  or  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  ten 
days  next  preceding  such  election:  Provided,  That  in  time  of 
war,  insurrection  or  rebellion^  no  qualified  elector  in  the  actual 
military  service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  in  the 
army  or  navy  thereof  shall  be  deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason  of 
his  absence  from  the  township,  ward  or  State  in  which  he  re- 
sides; and  the  Legislature  shall  have  the  power  and  shall  pro- 
vide the  manner  in  which,  and  the  time  and  place  at  which  such 
absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for  the  canvass  and  return  of

WAB  FUND* 

During  the  past  year  I  have  issued  $370,000  of  "  war  bounty 
bonds,"  under  the  provisions  of  **  an  act  authorizing'  a  war 
bounty  loan,"  approved  March  2d,  1865.  Of  this  sum,  $118,- 
000  was  exchanged  for  soldiers'  bounty  certificates,  by  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  Quartermaster  General,  as  stated  in  my  last 
•annual  report,  and  the  balance,  $252,000, 1  purchased  for  the 
sinking  funds,  and  for  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
educational  trust  funds,  as  provided  by  act  No.  134,  of  the  laws 
of  1863,  and  act  No.  309,  of  the  laws  of  1865.  As  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  war  are  now  nearly  dosed,  it  is  not  probable  that 
any  further  issue  of  bonds  will  be  necessary;  but  in  case  the 
amount  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  and  to 
the  credit  of  the  war  fund,  is  insufScient  to  pay  the  boimties  yet 
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due,  provision  of  law  should  be  made  for  supplying  the  money 
from  the  general  fond.  As  the  Auditor  General's  signature  to 
the  coupons,  on  the  <<  war  bouniy  bonds"  last  issued,  was  en- 
grayed,  they  could  not  be  used  hereafter,  and  I  have  destroyed 
all  the  remaining  sheets.  A  new  bond  will  have  to  be  engraved 
and  printed,  in  case  you  decide  to  issue  new  bonds,  for  any 
defidency  that  may  occur,  rather  than  supply  the  money  from 
the  general  fund.
